N ew Yokk, Nov. 14.—Tne case of 
Prof. .\rtliur C. MeGitfert of Union 
! Theological seiiiin iry. who is charged 
1 with holding v iews that are at variance 
witb the doctrines of the ib'esbytenan 
church, came before the New York pres­ 
bytery and was referred to the geiu'ral 
assembly. 
A committee was appointed 
last J une to confer with Prof. MctTiilei i 
and prevail iiuou him to witlidraw fro.n 
the church, or at least modify his view .s. 
Meetings have been held, whieh IToi. 
McGitiert a ttmded, but lie steadfastly 
retused to recede from the stand lie had 
taken on certain church matters* saying 
that he had been niisumlerstood. 
Tiie 
general u.ssenibly prepared expressly f. a- 
Prof. McGiiiert’s ease an outline or the 
lumiameiiial principles of tiie chiucli. 
Tho.se were: 
Idr.st—Tluit tiio statements of the

“The Chinese will not buy goods with 
out having seen them.

Chinese has seen so few new th im: 
that it is not easy for him to exert hi- 
Imagination 
Foreigners here are alse 
slow to buy motor vehicles. The priee- 
are considered high, and many think eel 
the

as 
experimental 
pla> 
tilings. 
Neither the foreigners nor t!,< 
Chinese eau be Induced to buy by de­ 
scriptions or catalogues. 
There have 
l>ee*n one or two auto motors shown 
here, but they were of an Inferior type 
aud manifestly unfit for either use* o 
pleasure. 
“This is the time to push this trade 
in Shanghai, as there are no street rail 
ways here*, and tlie city is growing so 
rapidly that need is felt for more rapid 
transit. 
“There are two ways to advertise 
these new vehicles. 
One is to send a 
machine to some person well known 
here, who will use it constantly, dem 
castrating the fact that it can be used 
by an am ateur for pleasure at a cheap 
running cost. 
I am inclined to think 
myself that this would be the bettci 
plan. 
It must lee remembered that the 
cost of transportation In Shanghai dif 
fees from that in Chicago. 
Here a 
carriage with two horses, driver and 
footman can be hired for $75 Mexican 
(say $36 gold) per mouth, or if one 
owns ponies they can be fed for 86 
Mexican each per month, and the driv 
er and footman can be hired for $17 
Mexican (for the two) per mouth 
It 
would be necessary, under this plan. 
to practically give the use of a #vehicle 
to some well known person who would 
use the same constantly aud keep it in 
repair. 
It may be possible that a like 
result would be reached by placing the 
vehicles on exhibition with one of tin 
above named firms, lint if it Is desired 
to get a part of the Chinese trade 
which is immense and is thoroughly 
interested in American mechanical in 
volitions— I would strongly urge that 
one or more machines la* shown on th** 
streets here in such a manner that th* 
Chinese will know that they are uv*-m 
by Americans of a position that "ill 
guarantee their desirability os vehicle** 
of use, pleasure aud fashion.’'
